Quiet Trade: Salads 
In Slow Demand 


ASTER lent a quiet tone to markets last 

week. At Covent Garden fresh arrivals 
of dessert apples from abroad met only a 
limited demand. Only best Bramleys aroused 
any interest in cooking apples.

At Aberdeen values for the larger entry 
of beef animals fell slightly, but two-year-old 
steers were still fetching £79. Edinburgh 
buyers, too, were prepared to pay £13 a 
head more for stronger beef steers, which 
averaged £73, and £80 for dairy cross steers 
of this age. 

Hexham attracted bigger supplies and here 
only beef-dairy cross sv, heifers (down 
by £4) failed to sell well. At York 18-month- 
old steers of this type made £2 extra and 
stronger steers were unchanged at £74. Beef 
yearlings met a brisk trade at Darlington. 

Shrewsbury experienced a keen demand 
for all categories and especially 18-month-old 
beef-dairy cross steers, which averaged £59— 
a rise of £10; stronger heifers in this section 
made an extra £8, as also did 18-month-old 
beef steers. At Welshpool two-year-old beef 
steers, at £74, fetched £7 more. 

Beef animals were plentiful at Ipswich, 
where the selling price for two-year-old steers 
was up by no less than £18 on the week 
to average £68. Banbury’s somewhat larger 
entry of beef animals had a slightly adverse 
effect on values, apart from stronger steers, 
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which were £2 dearer. Prices were £1 and

I do not expect Chancellor Selwyn Lloyd to be in a generous mood when

There is a distinct possibility that 
buyers are looking for too much, how- 
ever.

be anticipated that results will make 
less pleasing reading as the year 
progresses. 

This would not matter so much if an 
early return to more favourable profit- 
making conditions could be envisaged. 

It may sound out of place to talk of 
margins being squeezed when so many 
companies are turning in good results. 
But the sharp rise in costs occurred in the 
latter part of 1960 and latest results are 
mainly in respect of the more favourable 
earlier period. 

Overall profits started to turn down in 
the third quarter of the year. The Econo- 
mic Survey tells us that output per man 
changed little in 1960. And with declin- 
ing pressure of demand, prices on average 
rose less than costs and profit margins 
fell sharply. 


Experience Varies 

Naturally, the experience differs greatly 
from industry to industry. Where demand 
has been strong—as with capital goods— 
increased costs will have been more easily 
absorbed. 

In assessing the profit prospect we have 
to consider demand, costs and prices, 

The demand picture is satisfactory. As 
things stand, personal and public con- 
sumption are expected to rise this year. 
There will also be a big increase in spend- 
ing on new fixed assets. The export pros- 
pect is not defined. And although demand 
for stockbuilding purposes is likely to fall, 
on balance a significant increase in total 
domestic output is expected. 

But the Treasury emphasizes that the 
level of output will depend on the level 
of exports and the extent to which total 
demand is met by imports. 

In other words, if the external trad- 
ing position fails to come into balance 
it would seem that steps will be taken 
to reduce internal consumption, 

As I have mentioned in these notes 


before, demand regulation may be made 
more flexible by changes in taxation. We 
can look for Mr. Selwyn Lloyd to make a 
move in this direction next week. 

The trends of costs and prices depend 
Already 
the economy is operating in top gear. 
Especially as far as labour resources are 
concerned. 

If the pressure of demand is allowed to 
rise, further wage increases will be 
encouraged. And it will be easier for 
manufacturers to pass on increased costs 
in the form of higher prices. In the home 
market that is of course. 

Such a state of affairs could lead to 
serious trouble. This country cannot 
enjoy sustained economic growth unless 
its external trade position shows a satis- 
factory balance over a period. Obviously 
higher costs and prices would reduce our 
ability to compete in overseas markets. 

Already the balance of payments has

have been allowed. The British Govern- 
ment has earned few marks for its efforts 
to find a solution in the past year. 

The one clear point that emerges from 
the Economic Survey is that policy will 
have to be aimed at increasing our com- 
petitiveness. One method will be to 
encourage further investment in new fixed 
assets so that productive efficiency will 
rise. 

But that is essentially a long-term 
policy. Over the short term costs and 
prices will only be held down by increas- 
ing competition in the home market. 

Whether it is done by scrapping koma 
resale maintenance, or reducing 
dewand, or manipulating tariffs and 
wnport restrictions does not 
matter from the investment view ;

Too Little, Too Late 


Whether we like it or not, there 
are visible signs of what is happening. 
I am afraid that what producers are 
doing by way of groups, age, and even 
the N.F.U.’s all-embracing commer- 
cial plan, may prove to be too little 
and too late. 

There is a grave danger that we may 
wake up some morning to find that 
someone else is in complete control 
of our own business. We, then, should 
have the choice of becoming serfs or 
getting out of farming.

he could be drawn into the strangling 
net, however “ flexible” it may be. 

The producer-retailer pays a levy on 
the milk he sells—usually about 6d a 
gallon. If the Board had to slap a 
quota on him, how could it be ap- 
plied? After all, his milk is not going 
into manufacture so he is not con- 
tributing to the surplus which the 
Minister is criticizing. 


Down and Down 





So the result could well be a big 
increase in the number of producer- 
retailers. Which, to my mind, would 
be a very good thing. Just before the 
war there were 61,000, to-day there are 
only about 12,500, with a heavy con- 
centration in the North West. 

Perhaps it was a mistake ever to 
squeeze them out of business. The 
bigger hold the producer has on dis- 
tribution the better. The producer- 
retailer is a useful counter when 
combines get such bright ideas as 
cutting out Sunday deliveries! 


Dearer Milk ? 


My last thought on the quota 
subject is that Mr. Soames may un- 
consciously be risking a dear milk 
trend. If supplies are reduced then 
costs of production must certainly 
rise. Isn’t that what happens to all 
commodities when the production line 





slows up? Isn’t that what the motor 
car manufacturers have been preaching 
to the Government ever since the 
credit squeeze started? 

And if the economists’ data showed 
increased costs, the Minister could 
hardly resist a claim for a higher 
guarantee, to be followed, I suppose 
by a higher retail price and the usual 
subsequent impact on the cost-of-living 
figures. 

The more I think of quotas, the more 
I dislike them. 


Boar Pork 
ROM what I hear, more 
people are testing out the 
effect on pork and occasionally on 
bacon of leaving boar pigs uncastrated 
up to slaughter. The evidence seems 
to be that very little if any effect is 
found in pork carcases, and only some, 
possibly, on bacon, and this perhaps 
depending on the cure, smoking, etc. 
I wonder why the breed societies do 
not take up this matter more strenu- 
ously as it would allow far greater 
latitude in selecting sires.

Ministry’s View 





I sought the Ministry’s view. It 
appears that there has been no demand 
to investigate the rumour although, 
of course, Ministry officials are as 
anxious aS anyone to find positive 
proof. 

The existence of a calf by ALI. 
would mean there has been contra- 
vention of the Importation and Ex- 
portation of Semen and Imported 
Semen (Eng. & Wales) Regulations, 
1946. This requires a Ministry licence 
for the importation of semen. 


Too Late to Prosecute 


The owner apparently could not 
now be prosecuted, since action must 
be taken within six months of the 
alleged offence—which is the actual 
importation of the semen.

perience is that ewe lambs tailed in 
this way appear to be every bit as un- 
comfortable as the castrated and tailed 
ram lambs; and that two or three 
hours’ pain gives way to some days’ 
uneasiness in both sexes. 

Rubber ringing is an easy process; 
but I have found it needs as careful 
use as any other. Carelessness in 
applying the ring too high on the ram 
lamb has injured the intestine in a 
number of my lambs this season. This 
is not a criticism of the method, but 
only of my unskilful operation. 


Chestnut Poisoning 


FORTNIGHT ago we 

turned our cows for an 
hour into an autumn-sown ley bor- 
dered by an avenue of horse chestnut 
trees. When the cows came in at three 
p.m. they milked normally; but the 
following morning seven were very 
sick, their temperature was subnormal, 
they were off their food and their 
yield was down by half. On attempt- 
ing to move the worst affected cow 
into a box she collapsed in the middle 
of the shed. A gate, six men and a 
tractor were called for. 

All the sick cows showed a weakness 
across their loins: the dung was very 
watery with an offensive smell and of 
a dark brown chocolate colour—not 
at all the colour one expects to see 
from fresh grass. 





Suspicion Founded 





We let the unaffected cows graze 
for half an hour the following day in 
the ley, increasing to an hour, then to 
two, On the fifth day they were on the 
ley for five and a half hours. Then a 
fresh outbreak of the trouble occurred 
and a further six cows were affected. 

But that-morning we hit on the 
trouble. On walking through the herd 
my man found several cows grazing 
under the trees and they could be 
heard crunching “conkers.” Was this 
the answer? ‘These “conkers” had 
lain there during the winter months 
and were beginning to sprout. 

We immediately fenced off an 8-yd 
strip of the field with electric fencing, 
thus keeping the cows away from the 
trees. We waited and our suspicions 
were proved to be well founded. 


I Beg to Differ 


Since keeping the cows away 
from the trees no further sickness has 
been experienced and the sick cows 
are now in excellent health and almost 
normal in yield, Our experience 
proves without doubt that horse chest- 
nuts can be dangerous. 

Since this experience I have 
attempted to collect references to 
chestnut poisoning, and I must differ

ARMERS I know in the 

county and I, personally, 

must have had through our hands liter- 

ally scores of youngsters for their 12 

months’ practical before being ac- 

cepted at a farm institute or college.

bearing skin on and around the tail 
regions of a sheep, thus leaving a bare 
area which is not susceptible to collect- 
ing dirt and blowfly strike. 

This sounds a bit drastic, the article 
emphasizes that there is little discom- 
fort to the sheep, which generally 
return to grazing within minutes. 

While there should be no need for 
such a treatment in lowland flocks, 
which are regularly handled, this might 
be a good idea for hill ewes.

LET TO-MORROW’S BIG TALKS 


ON QUOTAS 





START 


IN UNBIASED ATMOSPHERE 





O-MORROW (Wednesday) representatives of 

the three N.F.U.s and the five Milk Marketing 

Boards meet in London to start talks on the 
Government’s proposal of a quota system for pro- 
ducers. On the eve of the meeting the President 
of the N.F.U., Mr. Harold Woolley, has made an 
appeal to members to let the talks open in a calm, 
unbiased atmosphere. 

In an exclusive “Farmer & Stock-Breeder” 
interview, Mr. Woolley declared: “Whatever may 
be the outcome of our examination of possibilities, 
I am concerned that it does not take place in a 


This Will Clear The Air 


completely pre-judged frame of mind. The prob- 
lem should be considered fairly and judicially. 

“Such an important issue,” he said, “ should not 
be bedevilled and got out of balance by over- 
weighting a particular point of view.” 

The President gave this assurance—no system 
will be introduced which will not be flexible and 
which will not give scope for profit and enterprise. 
To clear the air he has replied to a number of 
points which have given rise to controversy, mis- 
giving and misapprehension. The questions we 
put to him and his answers are given below. 








Our first question to Mr. Woolley was this: 


If at the end of the talks, you have not 
found a workable system, what is the 
position? 

A. If it becomes clear to reasonable 
men that a system along the line sug- 
gested by the Government won’t work 
satisfactorily, then I believe we shall 
stand in a stronger position than when 
we went into the 1961 Review. The 
effect of what we are doing cannot make 

cers as a whole worse off and it 
will clear the air. 


Q. If you were not sure that a scheme 
could be devised, why did you agree to 
the condition? 

A. We had a clear directive from our 
members to achieve something to im- 
prove the financial position of milk pro- 
ducers immediately. We have irnproved 
it to the tune of more than £6 million for 
the coming year. Add to this £2 million 
from the increased standard quantity, 
making over £8m in all and then judge 
whether that is worth having. We could 
not have obtained a crumb unless we had 
agreed to this examination. Remember 
the increased price is unconditional for 
this year. 


— Reading the White Paper one gets 
the impression that the Unions have been 


persuaded that a two-tier system or some- 
aoe like it is the right answer. Is that 
so 

A. The Unions have done no more 
than to recognize the strength of view 
held by the Government on this matter, 
to recognize that there is a problem and 
to agree to an objective examination. We 
have undertaken that the whole question 
of payments should be reconsidered, and 
if we can devise a workable system, we 
will fully support the idea to our mem- 
bers. ut finally farmers themselves 
will decide the issue. We have certainly 
not committed anybody to the introduc- 
tion of a scheme regardless of its nature. 


Q. Had you any previous knowledge 
that the Government would make a pro- 
posal of this kind ? 

A. The Review started on February 
8. We did not hear of the proposal until 
March 1. 


Q. Why do you think the Minister 
made this proposal ? 

A. The Review team regarded the 
level of milk producers’ incomes as one 
of the most serious problems to be dealt 
with. For years we have fought battles 
unsuccessfully on this issue. Knowing 
the strength of our determination this

are 14d a gallon below the 
provisionally announced rates.

Q.° Do you think it was fair of the 
Minister to present you with such a 
difficult decision ? 

A. Naturally we would have preferred 
to have had more notice, but I don’t think 
it was unfair. Certainly it brought us all 


| right up to the realities of the position. 
| Rightly or wrongly, 
| really put their barrow down and made 


the Government 


it clear that in their view the present 
system encourages many people to pro- 
duce more milk so long as they can get 
an average price for it. The Govern- 
ment contends, therefore, that if pro- 
ducers want it that way they cannot 
expect to have the sharp edges which 
result by an increase rubbed off in the 
guaranteed price. 


Q. It is said that a quota system will 
put the industry in a strait jacket. Will it? 

A. It is no good working out a system 
that would put people in a strait jacket. 
We will have to consider many factors, 
including how any system would affect 
the capital value of farms, the question 
of assessment of individual producers’ 
share of the standard quantity, treatment 
of new entrants, appeals and so on. 
Many aspects will come within the main 
framework of our talks and I anticipate 
that a working party will be set up. 
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Mr. Woolley

Wars I interviewed Mr. Harold Woolley in his presidential room at 
Agriculture House, Knightsbridge, last week, I put to him this forthright ques- 
tion: Were you outmanceuvred by the Minister in the Price Review negotiations 
on milk? Mr. Woolley took his pipe from his mouth, leant over his desk and 


resolutely refuted the idea. 

“We were presented with a condition. 
The Government had come forward with 
a positive proposal. Would it have been 
right for us to turn our backs on the 
opportunity to get an increase worth 
something like £3 per cow for milk pro- 
ducers? ” 

I asked if he had ever considered re- 
fusing the condition. “I can tell you a 
great deal of hard bargaining went on be- 
fore we got to a position where we could 
agree with the Government. 


“The whole atmosphere was firmly 
against any increase in price. We had 
to work our way out of that position. 
There was never a Review at which the 
Government was so adamant as it was 
on this matter. 


“Their attitude was: if you have this 
money, you must try and find a scheme. 
The M.M.B. chairman was, of course, 
consulted by me within an hour of our 
knowing of the Government’s idea.” 

Again and again Mr. Woolley empha- 
sized during the interview that all the 
Review team had undertaken was that a 
two-tier system would be examined. 


Hornets’ Nest 

The Government had been left in no 
doubt that yg orc be stirring up a 
hornets’ nest. ith a smile Mr. Woolley 
remarked to me that such things had to 
be dealt with. 


Then his thoughts turned to the out- 

cry from some quarters, and he : 

es «But there is no point in people need- 

lessly poking the hornets’ nest in ad- 

vance, yet that is what some people 
appear to, be doing.” 

When he first broke the news to the 
N.F.U. milk committee, there was no up- 
surge of resentment, he disclosed, but 
rather a calm realization that we had a 
problem and we ought to examine it. The 
Council also appeared to accept this 
approach. 


“Taken All Steps” 

Saying he had taken ail the steps open 
to him, the President with ringing sin- 
cerity told me: I make no apology to 
anyone for the fact that the Price Review 
team grasped this nettle. One cannot by- 
pass difficult problems and our respon- 
sibility is to see that the issue is put over 
to the counties fairly and that they are 
given every opportunity to come to a well- 
considered view. 

For years they had been fighting to 
improve the milk position. But taking the 
seven years up to and including the 1960 





Laying emphasis on avery syllable, he said: 


Review, costs of production had increased 
by about 5d a gallon and net changes in 
the guaranteed price had brought a reduc- 
tion of .75d, making a total deficit of 
about 53d a gallon. 

Add to this the fact that pool prices had 
steadily gone down due to more and more 
milk going for manufacturing and we 
could see why many milk producers were 
feeling the squeeze.

Future Is 


HE three N.F.U.s and the five Milk 

Marketing Boards will meet in answer 
to Mr. Christopher Soames’ Price Re- 
view challenge that a decision must be 
made before July 31 to bring home to 
milk producers the ever-growing threat 
of unlimited milk production, writes a 
Special Correspondent. 

The Minister wishes the producer to be 
made aware of the amount of milk go- 
ing into liquid consumption and into 
manufacture.

If they had refused to do this the increase 
in the milk guarantee would have been 
in jeopardy end the Union could not 
have made any other decision when 
both the N.F.U. annual meeting and 
the Milk Boards had emphasized the 
need for a higher price.

The only justification 
for having these, or any other cows, was 
to be able to say, “they keep us! ” 

There was a lot of talk these days about 
quality, Mr. Cumber continued, and fh 
payment was based on butter-fat only “ 
should come out at the bottom of b 
breed scale, whether we like it or not. 
We must base our claim on s.nf. for 
when payment is made on quality.” 

Regions sometimes gave a lead to the 
parent body, said Mr. Cumber.

Wiltshire Potato 
Growers Move 


Into Pre-packing 


UTPUT built up to 50 tons a week 

in one year, and business booming. 
That’s the story of the enterprise of a 
group of Wiltshire farmers who formed 
their own company to pre-pack potatoes. 
Last week, with the N.A.A:S., “ Wiltshire 
Vegetables Ltd.” held an open day at 
their packing station, near Devizes, and a 
number of growers turned up to see this 
potato “works” in action. 

The chairman of the company, Capt. 
D. Mann, told an “F. & S.” representa- 
tive that the company were prepared to 
pay a substantial premium to local growers 
who could supply potatoes of the neces- 
sary quality. 


Over £1,000 a Week 

A dozen staff are employed, and they 
see the potatoes through from unloading, 
to storage, washing, drying, grading, 
weighing and packing. 5lb polythene 
packs have been standardized and these 
are bulked in lcwt paper sacks. Sales are 


| currently valued at about £1,300 a week, 


on an investment of only £3,000 for fixed 
equipment. 

Said Mr. G. Willis, a director of the 
company, “When we are at the packing 
station, we are not farmers, we are busi- 
riess men, and we aim to make the busi- 
ness grow.” 

If the past year’s expansion is any 
guide, this farmer-owned “ processary ” 
will soon be a first-class example of the 
right sort of vertical integration—pro- 
ducer controlled.

ABBITS have been successfully used 
to carry fertilized ova from sheep in 
Britain to native sheep in South Africa.

After a normal preg- 
nancy, these sheep have given birth to 
pure-bred Border Leicester lambs.

We Must Sell 


Pigmeat 
to Europe 


(From the Lord Trenchard) 


NOTE the two letters from Mr. 

Marsh and Mr. Taylor (March 
21, p. 117), both commenting on 
remarks by “Blythe” (Feb. 28, p. 
57) about whether the British pig- 
processing industry has tried to 
export sufficiently. 

We agree with 
Messrs. Marsh 
and Taylor that 
some efforts have 
been made to 
export in the 
past, particularly 
to export British 
products to 
British residents 
overseas; we also 
agree that there 
are many em- 
bargoes to pre- 
vent us exporting 
to many coun- 
tries, particularly 
Europe. 

We think, however, that as Europe ex- 
pands free trading we must be per- 
mitted to sell in more European 
countries and as a result make larger 
efforts to do so, not only with our own 
British-type products but with products 
suitable for the Continental market. 

The removal of embargoes upon our im- 
ports into certain Continental countries 
is, therefore, a subject of the utmost im- 
portance to those who are involved 
in nezotiations in regard to British agri- 
culture. 


As Good As We Get 


Our negotiators may not be able to 
maintain protection for the home in- 
dustry here and if they cannot do so 
we must be in a position to give as good 
as we get, otherwise international con- 
sultations on the placing of surpluses 
will get nowhere because the danger 
of these surpluses disrupting the market 
will affect us, only we shall always be 
at the receiving end. 

We must accept that at the moment the 
quantity of pigmeat exported, as a per- 
centage of the output of the British 
industry, is minute. Many countries 
will not remove their import controls 
while we are subsidizing production, 
but as a long-term policy, pressure for 
the removal of these controls should 
Start, particularly as concessions are be- 
ing made to others by the removal of 
tariffs and import controls in this 
country

AVING recently sold a lot of my cows, I feel that I can write about milk 
quotas without fear of being shot at for being one of those farmers who 


are responsible for flooding the milk market. 


I think that the best answer 


to the Government’s restrictionist milk policy is provided by someone who, every- 


body would agree, knows exactly what he is talking about. 


I quote from Sir 


William Lyon’s recent report to the shareholders of Jaguar Cars, Ltd. 


‘You will understand that there is 
only one way to maintain profit 
margins, assuming continued efficiency, 
and that is by increased production, and 
it is surprising to me, as it must be to 
you, that the industry’s programme for 
greater volume should be regarded in 
some quarters as unwise. In fact, it 
has been suggested that output should 
be curtailed in order to establish a 
position of continuously full employ- 
ment. 


“ Obviously, our industry cannot be 
competitive unless our costs compare 
favourably with our competitors so, if 
we have to absorb increased costs, 
again assuming efficiency, it follows we 
must make more cars.” 

It also, of course, 
follows that if 
more cars are pro- 
duced than can be 
sold at present 
prices, then prices 
will be reduced 
and, if mecessary, 
reduced again to a 
level where cither 
Jaguar cars or their 
competitors might 
have to go out of 
business, 

While that 
would be most re- 
grettable, it would 
nevertheless be 
caused by an ordinary business risk. 

Artificial restriction of production has 
been tried many times, in many countries 
and for many commodities and it has 
hardly ever been successful. The Govern- 
ment should know better than to suggest 
it especially when their belated attempt to 
give a proper balance to agriculture by 
making beef less unprofitable to produce, 
has not yet had a chance to show what it 
can do towards relieving pressure on the 
milk market.

[- your issue of February 21 you published a letter in which I strongly 


columns, strongly repeat this view and say that I believe that the 1961 Price 
Review is the most dangerous piece of legislation ever to be presented to British 


Agriculture. 


Under the gloss of a £14 million increase in the estimate of the 


subsidy bill, I see very real threats to the future structure of our farming com- 
munity and consider the continued absence of any long-term plan as an ominous 
warning which all who look to the land for their prosperity must heed. 


British Agriculture must accept two 
major international developments :— 

The colossal and ever increasing 
worldwide surpluses of many foodstuffs 
produced at very low cost. 

The inevitability of the bridging of 
the political gulf between the “Six” 
and the “Seven.” 

By accepting the principle of the 
present Price Review with the imposition 
of quantity control, the N.F.U. are accept- 
ing responsibility for the destruction, 
within 10 years, of the present pattern of 
British farming. If this principle becomes 
established the British farmer will find 


himself not only seriously outpriced on 
the markets of the world; but also unable 
to expand output in order to reduce his 
costs. 

I condemn this Price Review as a 
“wolf in sheep’s clothing” and suggest 
that the only safe future for British 
farming must lie, not in illusionary in- 
centives and, now, control from Whitehall, 
but in the reduction of our basic costs 
so that we can sell our products com- 
petitively on the markets of the world.

Let’s Butter THEM Up

against such stuff. In fact, it never has 
paid us to produce it and I cannot under- 
stand why we are producing more and 
more milk in order to do so, especially 
when we only get great chunks taken off 
our milk cheques as a reward. 

Surely, by a sensibly applied scheme, 
we could control milk output so that we 
did not have to make butter. 

Every milk producer would be far bet- 
ter off and those who wished to expand 
could easily do so because they would ob- 


tain a decent price for a reasonably large 
output and beyond that, they could still 
go ahead by producing beyond their 
quota at a butter-making price. After all, 
butter-making price is all we shall get 
eventually without some sort of order. 

We must understand that we must im- 
port from the Commonwealth so why not 
let them send butter. 

The Government would surely appreci- 
ate such a gesture and reciprocate by 
regulating imports of beef, mutton and 
bacon, to coincide sweetly with expanding 
home production.

Insurance 


OR many years I have realized that 
some farmers in an infected foot- 
and-mouth disease area, but whose 
stock had not been diseased, could 
on occasion be harder hit than those 
insured and killed out. I have thus 
written to many insurance companies 
and talked with their representatives 
sent to me to discuss my suggestion 
for an insurance policy. 

Unul this year insurance brokers and 
companies would only contemplate 
a policy on the basis of proven losses, 
and this method any practical think- 
ing farmer will realize would mean a 
never-ending wrangle, dissatisfaction 
and certainly ill feeling in the end. 

I therefore discarded all such pro- 
posals and kept working for the type 
of policy which would mean pay- 
ment of a fixed sum (in relation to 
the premium paid) while in a re- 
stricted area. 

I have at last had a measure of success 
and am anxious that it should be 
generally known that my policy for 
consequential loss by  foot-and- 
mouth disease has been extended to 
cover payment to me of £100 per 
week for a premium of £25 per 
annum while in the infected area. 
My insurers also carry the policy of 
attestation test and re-test.

Far Less Arithmetic 


R. G. L. MORRISON (March 21, p. 
117) has been asking who invented 
the method of farm business analysis men- 
tioned in our publication “Report on 
Farming.” Very 
few new ideas come 
from one source 
and the method is 
mainly due to our 
research on farm 
planning with the 
use of a com- 
puter (linear pro- 
gramming). It is 
also in part due to 
Mr. Liversage’s ex- 
cellent work (which 
is acknowledged in 
our report). 

The Cambridge 
method, although 
still being im- 
proved, is in our opinion already superior 
to those used previously. It requires 
much less book-keeping than the Ulster 
method and far less arithmetic than pro- 
gramme planning. 

It can be carried out on the spot by 
an advisory officer and it gives him a better 
vehicle for giving technical advice than 
was provided by the old system of 
“efficiency factors.” 

The best of the old standards—particu- 
larly those that test costs of production 
—can, however, still be used. 

It is good to hear that work on these 
lines is proceeding in the north of Eng- 
land. The advisory services in that area 
could well follow the example of the 
N.A.A.S. in the Eastern Counties who 
are the first to adopt this new system.

It would not be wise to jump a pony that 
has just foaled, until the foal is weaned 
at 4-6 months, and this is as much for the 
sake of the foal’s welfare, as that of the 
mother,— Vet. 


COMING OF AGE 


What do you regard as the best age for 

castrating calves?>—A., i 
There is really no “ best ” 
to castrate calves, as so much depends 
upon how forward they are. Speaking 
generally, however, it should be done 
between the ages of 2 and 8 months, or 
even earlier. —Vet. 


NOT IN THEIR METAL 
Although the ewes have been well fed and 
furnished with mineral licks we have 
had much sway-back trouble among 
lambs. Can anything be done for 
affected subjects or those as _ yet 
unknown?—E, 
Sway-back is a disease of the spinal cord, 
and the trouble commences some time 
before the birth of the lamb; there is no 
cure. The cause is a deficiency of copper 
in the food of the ewe during her gestation 
period, and it is now too late to do any- 
thing about it. In districts where the

Starting with 3lb nuts, Ib 

oats and, at 6 months of age, change to 2b 

nuts, 2lb oats. Good quality hay should 

still be provided ad lib.—R. K. 


MORE PROTEIN NEEDED 


Can you suggest a production ration com- 
prising weatings, bran, maize meal and 
expeller coconut meal (which, I believe, 
helps butter-fat)Pp—W. G. (Cheshire). 

Expeller coconut cake is not high enough 

in protein value for use solely with the 

foods you list to give a balanced milk 
production ration. There is limited evi- 
dence that over a short period it might 
raise butter-fat but it will not give any sig- 
nificant increase over a period. Neverthe- 
less, good quality coconut cake is a good 
ingredient for 2 milking ration and I sug- 
gest the following formula: 4 parts by 

weight, maize meal, 2 weatings, 1 bran, 2 

coconut cake, 1 decorticated groundnut 

cake, rag with 3 per cent proprietary 

minerals.—J. S. H. 


RIGHT COARS SE 


Can barley be fed whole to calves (over 
6 months old)?—I. K. (Glos). 
Barley cannot be fed whole to cattle of 
any age, because the whole grains will 
tend to pass straight through the animal 
without being digested. I advise coarse 
grinding, as cattle prefer a coarse cereal 
meal, rather than a fine meal, which is 
necessary for pigs. But, at the same time 
the grinding must be sufficient to prevent 
whole, or partial grains, passing through 
the sieve and hence through the animal, 
and being observed in the dung.—R. 
DRY MIXTURE 
To what limit can we incorporate barley 
in a dry ration for strong store pigs run- 
ning outside and supplied with abundant 
water? —H,. C. (Beds). 
For feeding in dry feeders, make up a 
mixture of barley meal 7 parts by weight, 
weatings 2, and a good protein-mineral- 
vitamin supplement 1. After the pigs are 
about 140Ib live weight, you can add to 
this meal mixture an equal weight of pure 
ground barley.—H. R

MAKING HIS PILE 


Could I ensile surplus kale 
having gathered im with a 
harvester?—R. F. (Worcs), 

The chopped material is spread evenly in 

a heap with the minimum of treading or 

consolidation. There is no need to ‘add 

molasses or watch the tempegature and you 
can fill as rapidly as you like. The snag, 
if you do not use a container, is to pre- 
vent the sides spreading outwards and the 
size becoming unwieldy. I suggest you 
ensile the kale between walls of straw 
bales. The bales must, of course, be 
pegged into position with stakes to act as 
supports against the sideways thrust. 
Finally, a layer of straw to keep the kale

I presume 
this is the first year of ley and hence most 
important so far as the life of the ley is 
concerned.

SECOND DRESSING 


My grassland received a 3-ton-per-acre 
dressing of ground limestone. How 
long should I wait before applying com- 
pound fertilizer or basic slagp—M. K. 
(Yorks). 

Personally I would run the harrows over 

to mix lime with soil (which is always 

well worth while) before applying the 
compound fertilizer. I use the same tech- 
nique with slag, though on occasions this 
is not always possible. Provided they are 
not intimately mixed together, there is no 
important interaction.—H. I. M. 


WILL THE KALE FAIL 
We wish to broadcast kale on an acre of 
ground known to be weedy. How can 
we minimize trouble?—A. D. (Glos). 
To eradicate weeds in kale you may use 
either sulphuric acid applied by high- 
volume sprayer at 100 gallons per acre of 
an 8 per cent solution at the 2-6 leaf 
stage, or sodium monochloroacetate at 
20Ib in not less than 20 gallons of water 
per acre applied between the one and 
five leaf stage. As the acreage is so small 
you may have difficulty in finding a con- 
tractor who will undertake the work and 
when you do, the choice of treatment will 
probably be determined by him.

OUT IN THE WASH 
Can you give details of the washing soda/ 
copper sulphate wash method of clean- 
ing moss and slime from a concrete 
surface?—}.

A solution of washing soda, 20z per 
gallon, is applied to the surface with a stiff 
brush. This will clean the surface of algex 
debris. While the surface is sul wet, a 
second solution consisting of }oz copper 
sulphate per gallon is sprayed on. The 
interaction of the two solutions will result 
in a fine deposit of copper carbonate on 
the concrete, and this will persist for a 
month or more according to weather con 
ditions, and will prevent further growth 
of alge.

A TAIL NOT TO TELL 
I am troubled with tail-biting among m, 
pigs. Can you suggest a remedy of 
some sort?—R. W. (Flints). 
There are several causes of pigs fighting 
and biting each others’ tails, and there is, 
therefore, no one remedy. One should, 
if possible, try to find out what the cause 
is. Quite often, irregular feeding times 
are responsible, and apart from the inter- 
val between feeding hours being as nearly 
equal as possible, the actual feeding times 
should be kept to the same time each 
day. It is also most important not to 
mix pigs of different ages and weights. 
In some cases, sheer boredom is respon- 
sible for fighting, and if this is the case, 
it is better to give the pigs some bulky 
foods, such as roots, or turves with which 
they can play. Occasionally, people hang 
chains in the pens for the pigs to play 
with. Once fighting has started, it is 
difficult to stop, and as soon as any indica- 
tion of it is seen, it may be worth while to 
remove the aggressive pig —H. R. D.

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ONCERN for those with just a few hens has become a major topic. As 
the giants expand and the medium-sized units get caught up into groups. 
everyone wonders what foul scheme can be devised for the salvation of 


ithe so-called small man in the business. 
of all appears to be the subject of this concern. 


Curiously enough, the least anxious 
This is understandable really 


because, providing he is doing his job properly, no one is going to winkle him 
out of his unusually secure niche in the industry. 


From the many wire and slatted floored 
small-scale conversions up and down the 
country those with a hundred or so birds 
are going to look smugly on_ the 
various integrations and take-over battles 
which .will rage in days to come. Not for 
them the rat-race of modern society. 
Instead most probably they will operate 
quite as efficiently with an “Eggs for 
Sale” sign at their front door, forget 
about gradings and be content to let the 
hen put her own trade mark on eggs sure 
to sell at a premium. 

It is all very remarkable and just as 
it should be. There is absolutely no reason 
why everyone should not be assured of a 
place in the new conception of the poultry 
industry. But it will be a difficult task 
to rise from one scale into the next— 
unless you are a tycoon of course. 

Quite obviously small units must not 
sit back altogether, otherwise their owners 
will never hold their place. A lot of 
spadework is possible to ensure a steady 
return under more trying conditions. 


Watchful Eye 

The Egg Board keeps a watchful eye 
on this kind of development but so far 
there has been no obstruction; nor should 
there be if it leads to eggs being sold. 

It doesn’t pay to be too lackadaisical 
in the approach to direct sales. Granted 
at this moment you can’t go wrong in 
putting up a pretty sign and mentioning 
casually that your birds are on free range. 
Select the eggs in the customer’s view 
from a big basket, with a few wisps of 
straw and a feather or two floating around, 
and you can claim sixpence premium right 
away. 

That might not last. There is just a 
chance that too many will employ this 
safe gimmick. But if you transfer the 
eggs from the basket to some sort of 
attractive container then you win. 

Another valuable aid to sales is in 
coloured eggs. There is increasing demand 
for these and brown eggs, particularly, 
are sure winners. Many customers will 
travel miles for a few dozen fresh brown 
eggs. 

Adoption of the latest systems of 
management is obviously a must, but this 
has already been discussed. It is on the 


marketing and sales promotion side that 
the small-scale egg producer stands 
magnificently alone. To date he has had 
the comfort of guaranteed prices and an 
assured market—but the danger is that 
this may not last indefinitely. 

Already there are voices protesting at 
the alleged high cost of collecting small 
lots of eggs. Even the Egg Marketing 
Board has at last admitted to the desir- 
ability of processing from isolated areas 


Direct Sales 

But the obvious answer is for direct 
sales to be negotiated. Go on—be inde- 
pendent. Already the more enterprising 
have pushed ahead and cornered their 
market but there is scope for expansion 
here with all manner of gimmicks to boost 
trade. 

Whatever the future brings 
nothing more desirable than an assured 
market on your own doorstep. A busy 
road can bring constant custom to the

U.S.A. to-day, Mr. Gerald ffiske, a poultry housing consultant, told a 


\ \ ] HOLLY slatted or wire-floored houses were going out of favour in the

The semi-slatted deep litter house was becoming more popular in the 


States and an 18-month cycle could be evolved in the house with the birds being 
run from day-old right through their laying life under the one roof. 


As far as the temperature of the poultry 
house was concerned, Mr. ‘ffiske thought 
that we still relied considerably on the 
body heat of the bird, but if stocking 
rates were to be raised they must be able 
to heat the building artificially. This was 
actually being done on a number of new 
poultry houses and affected stocking rates 
of the house more than an increase in 
production, 


Still a Place 

At the conference, organized by R. & 
W. Paul, Ltd, Mr. G. T. Kidner, a 
member of the Egg Marketing Board, 
considered that there would be a place for 
the smaller producer in the future. He 
pointed out that 75 per cent of our egg 
production still came off farms with an 
average flock of 150 birds. It was inevit- 
able, however, that all must become more 
efficient. 

Egg groups, he hoped, would lead to 
greater stability in the industry, over- 
coming the wide differentials in produc- 
tion levels that had _ bedevilled the 
industry in the past. Foreign supplies 
came into the country when home produc- 
tion was low, and once they were in they 
tended to stay put. 

On the Price Review he commented 
that “ No change” as far as eggs were 


concerned meant in effect that producers 
would probably receive some 5d per dozen 
less in the coming year. 

“No change” really meant “ no change 
left” due to the complicated formula on 
which the price structure on eggs was 
worked out. But subsidy reductions 
should lead to a surer industry and more 
stability. 

Mr Keith Wilson, stressing the 
advances made in breeding techniques, 
said that breeders could produce types of

layers to-day quite unhampered by the 
old standards of feathers, flesh and so on, 
which were now being largely ignored. 

But again he considered there was still 
a place for the smaller breeder, as long 
as he brought himself up to date with 
modern “know-how” and he would be 
well advised to co-operate with others of 
his own size. Capital was not the major 
handicap but “know-how ” and efficiency 
were more important.

MRS. F. W. HANKINSON, 
WIFE OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF 
SURREY FARM 


LTHOUGH she would be the 
A last person to agree, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Mary Hankinson, wife 
of the principal of Surrey Farm Institute, 
Merrist Wood, Worplesdon, must do as 
much as any woman in the county to con- 
vince housewives of the value of British 
farm produce. Her life is a constant 
round of meeting and speaking to people 
to further the cause of agricultural educa- 
tion and the use of farm produce. 


Having been a housewife herself since 
1933 and brought up two children—as 
well as gaining her B.Sc. degree (with 
N.D.D.) in dairying and then teaching— 
Mrs. Hankinson is no mean expert on her 
subject. 

Being a busy woman herself she appre- 
ciates any time-saving ideas in the 
preparation of food, such as pre-packed 
and cleaned vegetables, and says she is all 
for freedom from drudgery in the home. 
Unlike some critics she does not think the 


believes housewives use different foods to 
make more interesting and varied meals 
nowadays.

Buckinghamshire, where she was born— 
she went to school at High Wycombe and 
became head girl. After a year’s practical 
experience on the farm she went to 
Reading University and became the first 
woman there to gain a B.Sc. in dairying. 
Her first appointment was as assistant 
dairy instructor at the Cheshire School of 
Agriculture where her husband-to-be was 
a lecturer im agriculture. She left 
Cheshire to be cheese instructor for two 
years at the dairy school at Hutton, 
Lancs, and married in 1933, when Mr. 
Hankinson was appointed head of Seale- 
Hayne Agricultural College in Devon. 


* * * 


During the war Mr. Hankinson moved 
to neighbouring county, Cornwall, as 
chief technical officer of the county war 
agricultural committee, but at the end of 
1944 he was appointed principal of the 
Surrey Farm Institute and he and Mrs. 
Hankinson moved to Merrist Wood, just 
outside Guildford, in Surrey. 

Straight away Mrs. Hankinson started 
her voluntary work with the Women’s 
Institutes, serving on the county agricul- 
tural committee from 1946 until March, 
1960, and for several years being leader 
of the county produce section. At one 
time she was visiting three local institutes 
a week lecturing on the production, use 
and marketing of produce and the work of 
a farm institute. 

For two years she served on the 
National Federation of Women’s Insti- 
tutes’ agricultural sub-committee and since 
1950 she has been on the National Young 
Farmers’ Clubs’ farmhouse and crafts 
committee, which deals with the pro- 
ficiency tests on these subjects. The 





Surrey branch of the Y.F.C. has also 
made claims on her, as well as the local 
Y.W.C.A., the Surrey county agricultural 
society and, of course, her local Worples- 
don branch of the W.I. 

The Surrey branch of the N.F.U. have 
called her in on several occasions to speak 
at food forums and brains trusts. She 
is a member of Worplesdon parish 
council, belongs to the Mothers’ Union at 
her local church, and accompanies her 
husband to dozens of agricultural func- 
tions—when she has done her housework! 

“ Luckily my husband gives me every 
help in my work outside the home which 
has enabled me¢_to do all these things,” 
she says. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hankinson’s children are 
following in their parents’ footsteps. 
John, aged 26, is working in the veterinary 
department of a well-known drug firm 
after obtaining his B.Sc. in agriculture 
at Reading. His sister, Deidre, who is 
21, has a job in the county offices of the 
Surrey Federation of Women’s Institutes.

4 pigeons pint stock 

2 rashers bacon pint wine or cider 
foz butter Pepper and 

80z mushrooms 


UT the bacon rashers into small dice

If 
they are a good size and given a substan- 
tial stuffing of this kind you may be able 
to get away with half a pigeon for each 

! But if they are small and appetites 
are large allow one pigeon each.

As a guide, the child of two should 
have 12 hours’ night s and one or two 
hours’ day-time nap. e first thing to 
shorten is the day-time sleep period, 12 
hours at night remaining constant until 
the end of the first school year. 

From this point, at six years of age, 
bedtime can shorten by 15 minutes every 
six months, until at eight years the child 
is having 11 hours’ sleep. This remains 
constant until the child is ten, when an- 
other gradual decrease takes place. At 
the end of 12 years a child should be get- 
ting ten hours’ sleep. Bed 9 p.m., waken 
7 a.m., for example.

The above is suggested as a guide only, 
and parents must apply it with due regard 
for their type of child. But they must 
also realize that because a child will not 
go to sleep, it does not mean that child 
is not in need of sleep. 

From about three years, and sometimes 
earlier, bedtime may be regarded by the 
child as an annoyance. It means banish- 
ment from the family circle, and the child
